In Durbhan, South Africa an international 
conference on Marital and Family Therapy 
heard that hate crimes against lesbians in 
South Africa “has reached epidemic 
proportions.” Donna Smith, representing 
the Forum for the Empowerment of Women 
reported that lesbians, often younger than 
25, were being targeted for hate crimes 
including murder, assault, abduction, rape 
and sexual abuse. To make matters worse, 
Smith reported that the police are, at best, 
apathetic and often ignorant to the problems 
facing the lesbian community. Of the 46 
incidents of hate crimes committed against 
lesbians and reported in the last two years, 
only one has resulted in conviction.

Every year, usually around this time, when the sun’s out and the 
days are long, along comes a week of rainbow flags, throbbing 
rhythms, and shiny happiness. We call this week Pride Week, from parade 
to dance to a dozen other events in between. It is a week of celebrating our 
accomplishments, of demonstrating our solidarity, of reveling in our diversity. 


Whether it’s still a gay-rights kind of political statement or not is something people’s 
opinions differ on, but one thing that can be said for sure, pride and politics go together. 


A pride festival does not just “happen”. It is a 
week that sees gays and lesbians coming out 
of the woodwork to participate in a 
community that they may rarely visit over the 
course of the rest of the year, but every year, 
there is a group of people, 

immersed in that 
community, who 
give their time and 
energy into 
organizing the 
festival. This 
group is a 
volunteer-driven 
creation whose 
membership changes every 
year, and every year it seems that they are 
beset by the same problems from the 
community at large. 


Grudges are held about disagreements and 
mistakes from previous years (keep in mind 
that the people who may have made those 
mistakes are likely not involved anymore). 
Personal conflicts hamper the work that is 
trying to be finished. Community apathy at 
large is a huge obstacle to overcome. A pride 
festival does not just 
“happen” but 
many people 
must think it 
does. The 
parade, the 
dance, the 
various other 
events, are all there to 
be enjoyed, miraculously and overnight? No, 
that isn't the way it is. The sweat and 
frustration and dedication that go into 


planning those events you love to attend begin 
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festival does 


‘happen’ but 
many people 
must think it 


almost as soon as one year's pride festival 
finishes. 


Why do these people do it? It surely isn't for 
the glory for it is very much thankless work. 
Other than the personal satisfaction of 
knowing they provided a week of fun and 
affirmation, there's not a lot to be gained. It is 
perhaps more a sense of owing back to the 
community, and having enjoyed pride 
festivals in the past and doing a small part to 
keep those pride festivals happening. 


not just 


does?’ 
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Given that, it is disturbing to see, year after 
year, all the diverse kinds of personal BS 
politics interfering with a thorough and 
community-driven planning, promotion, and 
production of the annual festival. Whether 
through man-hours or through sponsorship 
dollars, pride festivals need their cities’ 
businesses’ and organizations’ support to 
effectively create a week representing the 
entirety of the GLBT community. 


There are as many reasons to participate in 
pride as there are reasons we celebrate it. Any 
one individual's level of involvement depends 
on time and money, as much as it does on 
their commitment to the “cause”’. It is 
disturbing, yet realistic, to admit that internal 
community negativity around pride may also 
be a very relevant detriment to 
people getting involved. 


This is something we can 
only combat by maintaining a 
very firm truth: pride is 
important, pride is positive, and 
pride is one week when we should stand as a 
community united. Differences and divisions 
that may seem insurmountable the rest of the 
year should be set aside. For one week. 
Bitternesses and resentments? These two can 
be ignored. For one week. All the crap that 
we all deal 51 weeks a year, at work, in our 
social circles, in our volunteer groups or 
charitable causes, all of 
it can be set aside. 
For one week. 


It is a week of 
empowerment. 
It is a week of 
illumination. It 
is a week for 
action and for 
reflection, for looking ahead to our 
community's future while still rejoicing in 
our community's accomplishments. It is a 
week for realizing that our community's 
survival is an accomplishment in and of 
itself. Those are the true politics of pride, and 
it's something we cannot lose sight of. V

s riots go, the June 1969 "Stonewall Riot" was a fairly small 
affair. If there were not parades and events on occasion to 
ommemorate it, it would probably not loom large in our 
collective memory. But at some point, New York gays, delighted that 
some of them had stood up to abusive 
police, decided to hold an annual demon- 
stration to commemorate that fact and 
promote gay pride. 


Do we know how that came about? 


Beginning in 1965, Washington gay activist 
Dr. Frank Kameny and New York's Craig 
Rodwell had organized a July 4th "Annual 
Reminder" picket at Independence Hall in 
Philadelphia as a reminder that gay 
Americans were deprived of fundamental 
human rights. But in the fall of 1969, a few 
months after Stonewall, Rodwell, who by 
then had opened his Oscar Wilde Memorial 
Bookstore, proposed that the "Annual 
Reminder" be changed to a New York "demonstration" commemorating 
gay resistance to be called Christopher Street Liberation Day. His idea, he 
wrote, was to encourage gays and lesbians to "affirm our pride, our life- 
style and our commitment to each other. Despite political and social 
differences we may have, we are united on this common ground." He 
also suggested that gay organizations around the country hold similar 
demonstrations on the same day: "We propose a nationwide show of 
support." 


The idea spread rapidly. That first year, 1970, both Chicago and Los 
Angeles held similar marches. San Francisco held a "gay-in" in Golden 
Gate Park and finally started holding a parade in 1972. 

Now virtually every large city and many small ones hold gay pride 
parades as gays in smaller and smaller cities take the initiative to become 
publicly visible in their hometowns. Some in the GLBT community 
criticize the parades, or affect to be “beyond all that." Maybe so, but it is 
important to keep in mind what the parades accomplish.

| The parades are an opportunity to gain visibility and publicity for 
GLBT people even when there is no specific grievance and 
political goal at stake. They are pro-active rather than reactive, gay 
affirming, not gay-defensive. 


™ The parades get the attention of politicians and the mass media 
(newspapers, television). Neither group would believe there is such 
a significant and diverse if not for the parades. That forces them to 
take us more seriously when we do have an issue. 


™ The Stonewall riot itself got six short paragraphs deep inside The 
New York Times but the first gay pride parade made the front page. 
Out of the closets and into the headlines. 


™ The parades show the general public the fundamental normality of 
most GLBT people. In spite of what the media chooses to portray, 
most of the people in the parade look pretty much like their friends 
and neighbours.

GLBT people sometimes fear that men in leather jock straps, drag 
queens or go-go boys in bikinis harm "our" image. But except for 
religious zealots who dislike us anyway, spectators are probably 
more impressed with the glitzy glamour and that the men are 
healthy, good looking and in such good shape. 


= ™ The parades give a wide variety of gay 
groups an annual chance to publicize 
themselves and encourage their members to 
be more open by participating in the parade. 
And the sheer variety of non-sexual gay 
interest groups has to impress anyone 
watching: from churches to softball leagues, 
from high school students to parents and 
friends, from families with children to 
political groups. 


= But most of all, the parades enable GLBT 
people to see lots of other GLBT people, more 
than they have seen anywhere else, more than 
they can imagine seeing. That can be 
enormously encouraging, inspiring and even deeply moving for many 
gays and lesbians. In fact, a "first parade" is one of the most affirming 
experiences most GLBT people remember. 


According to Nagourney and Clendinen's "Out for Good," that first 
march in New York started off from Greenwich Village with just a few 
hundred people. But as the marchers walked rapidly up Sixth Avenue 
they would recognize friends watching from the sidelines and urge them 
to join. 

When march leaders reached Central Park and mounted a bluff 
overlooking the grassy Sheep Meadow area, they looked back "and 
behind them - stretching out as far as they could see - was line after line 
after line of gay people and their supporters, at least 15 blocks worth. ... 
"No one had ever seen so many gays in one place before. On top of the 
bluff, many of these men and women, who had grown up so isolated 
and alone, stood in silence and cried."The parade is important. The 
decision to have a march was the key element in producing the rapid 
proliferation of gay visibility and activism that followed. Remember 
that the next time someone criticizes the parade. No gay person must 
ever feel alone again.

The second response, the potential necessity to give everyone a day, has 
another obvious flaw. Friendly Freckled Females already have their 
rights protected, largely as a result of the women’s movement of the 
1950s and 60s.

The 
women’s movement was based around the ideas of heterosexual, white, 
middle-class females. Those previously excluded on the basis of ethnicity 
have been assured equality through equal opportunity legislation while 
heterosexual couples can’t even get a tax break. 


Which brings us to those that are indifferent. Although these straight 
people appear to actually be a detriment to progress, thanks to the two 
groups above, these people are moving into the other straight response — 
support. The responses of the right-wingers and the equality arguers have 
become engrossed in the media train wreck of gay bashing, flaunting 
their idiocy for all to see. Unless you are a hermit or completely daft, you 
realize why Gay Pride is important, and even if you do not necessarily

A: b)Homosexuality was punished first by 
castration and then later by death in Nazi 
Germany.

Gay men were marked in concentration camps 
by pink triangles. Women who demonstrated 
traits considered to be “anti-social” by the Nazi 
regime (this includes lesbians, prostitutes, even 
women who refused to bear children) were 
marked by black triangles.

it in 'Dogville,’ which was filmed entirely on one set and had very 

minimalist definition of place. Here in Edmonton, this city's brightest, 
hippest playwrights are also taking the framework of the theatre stage, with 
its particular limitations and strengths and they're applying those realities 
to the principles of cinema, with excellent, original results. Stylistically, it's 
an advantageous marriage for the theatre but also utterly compelling and 
engaging because it is so completely inspired.

In his day, Brad Fraser, the granddaddy of cutting-edge Edmonton theatre 
wrote with a momentum and fluidity possible only through an absorbed 
concentration of the affects of film. The interplay between the two 
edie results in a speed, and a weaving of narrative threads that mirror the ease and convenience 
of film editing. Paul Matwychuk, the managing editor at 'Vue Weekly’/theatre/film critic/playwright 
has just won the Alberta Playwriting Competition for his play 'Bloodhound.' The premise: very 
film-noir inspired (a neighbours dog is portrayed as a Barbara Stanwyck-style character.) The final 
show of Azimuth Theatre's full season is another example of this blending of disciplines and it's a 
bona fide tour de force. 


'3...2...1,' co-written by Chris Craddock and Nathan Cuckow is like a hardcore after-minimum- 
wage work special, aimed at a generation who've lived their lives largely through the media around 
them. The play's plot is t.v thin: two drug-crazed red necks from Wetaskiwin gather in a basement 
to grieve their dead friend Danny. To come to grips with reality, the men go on an enormous binge, 
as a form of processing their powerful emotions.

As the surviving members of a childhood trio, Clinton and Kyle have made life-choices that have 
left them caught in webs of frustration and underachievement. The story comes out in fragments and 
there are several gags and gimmicks to move us along, but it's the performances that really hook the 
audience in. Craddock and Cuckow appear to know their individual strengths, and they use them to 
work off one another so cleanly and openly, they build a fantastic synergy on that tiny stage. The per- 
formances are truly extraordinary because they accomplish something difficult to do well-they take 
characters out-of-control, without ever losing grasp of their performances. These guys ratchet it up, 
believe me-the play is a real screaming meme, with loads of dirty-boy talk and repressed rage finally 
boiling all over the floor of teat party-worn basement floor. 


The play succeeds so completely, partly because it's being performed in an ideal space. Azimuth's 
theatre is small but for a piece pitched at this intensity, it works in favour of the production. This 
whole idea that the audience becomes the camera, and the whole thing has to happen in one take, 
with no fuck-ups, (and there are very complicated transitions in the script) creates a palpable 
exhilaration. When the men fall down during their curtain call, as though shot, they've certainly 
earned a rest. 


The only criticism I can raise, in terms of coming at the play from a gay perspective, is that the 
disastrous coming-out subplot seems retrograde. It's conceivable, but hard to justify artistically that 
a young guy from Wetaskiwin would kill himself because he revealed his homosexuality by kissing 
one of his childhood friends. Code or no code-he'd probably just disappear from their lives. The 
psychic combustion the playwrights need to kick the play into 'Tarantino-mode' needs to come from 
somewhere else. A redneck boy coming-out of the closet doesn't seem to justify the mayhem 
unleashed in this play. 


Craddock and Cuckow succeed with their first co-production to such an admirable degree, they've 
created an almost hybridized style of stagecraft. Unfortunately, by the time this review comes top 
press the run will be over. The program notes say that '3...2...1' is a work in progress, so when 
it returns to the stage, refurbished and further-honed, I strongly suggest making an effort to see what 
all the fuss was about. In the meantime, if you're looking for a stimulating night out in Edmonton, 
there's local entertainment that is well-worth supporting. Azimuth Theatre is building a momentum 
through the talented community it's attracting (Panties Production, Kill Your Television, film 
premieres and late-night sketch comedy.) Under Chris Craddock's artistic direction, they're the most 
exciting live theatre venue in town V

While Jagged Little Pill was by far one of 
her most personal and honest albums, the 
next two albums after, Supposed Former 
Infatuation Junkie and Under Rug Swept 
failed to carry the musical aggression to 
match the brutal honesty Pill had. Enter 
So Called Chaos, her newest album of 
original material since 2002's Under Rug 
Swept. Alanis' emotional baggage is once 
again on display for the world to see and 
it never sounded so good. "Eight Easy 
Steps" and "Excuses" are a lesson is 
demonic self-exorcism, while "Out Is 
Through" and "Doth I Protest Too Much" 
are typical bouncy Alanis fare. 


Not only does So Called Chaos seem to 
pack more of a musical wallop then it's 
predecessors, but there seems to be a 
easiness which she's toyed with in her 
lyric writing that has continued to develop. 
The title track itself makes for breezy 
listening, while "Spineless" and "Not All 
Me" tend to be the more shining examples 
of her honesty in her music. The weakest 
moment tends to be more towards the end 
with first single "Everything." 
However that track alone cannot 
tarnish the whole album.

hen I was nine years old, our neighbourhood had a carnival 
W: raise money for the Jerry Lewis telethon. Everyone 

pitched-in-there was a bingo tent, hot dogs and McDonalds 
orange drink for sale and an assortment of games where prizes were 
awarded. I was in charge of the fishpond, so got to sit in an empty stove 
box and hook toys onto the end of a fishing rod if someone paid a 
quarter. We raised money for M.D and the neighbourhood benefited in 
knowing that they could band together and make a difference. 


No one knew at the time but the morning of that carnival, when the bags 
of donated prizes were still in our living room, I grabbed a choice toy 
for myself. I can still recall that sense of entitlement that made me hide 
that plastic lemon, suspended on a rubber rope in my room. It was my 
right to help myself because I'd earned it. 


The other week, I saw an advertisement for jewellery cleaners and 
thought of poor Sven Robinson and his future job prospects. First 
elected in the Burnaby-Douglas riding in 1979, he recently hosed all of 
those dedicated years of public service down the drain because he has 
sticky fingers and a painfully guilty conscious. Reading about, then 
watching his meltdown, that horrible, sobbing confession where he 
admitted to being so stressed-out he forgot about Public Life and 
pocketed a diamond ring at a charity auction, was embar- 
rassing to witness. Whatever he 
blames for his lapse of judgement, 
it certainly felt like a blow to the 
cause. 


Sven Robinson has always seemed 
so squeaky clean-so vigilant and 
pure. Even if he was righteous and hungry for the 
spotlight, (as so many of his political eulogies claim,) no 
one could doubt his commitment. Though a staunch NDP, he was more 
of an activist in the spirit of Trudeau's 'Just Society,’ who understood the 
political process.

rewards for the pose of 'Crusader' and a grim sense of entitlement is 
bound to take over. Who knows for certain in this instance because Sven 
isn't talking. The American born master at the politics of emotionalism is 
atypically silent. He's probably waiting for things to cool down, then 
he'll write a book. I hope he isn't turned into a scapegoat; a villain 
banished from Parliament Hill as someone who has demonstrated the 
real truth about Queer Culture-they're all amoral 
profiteers. That would be so unjust. 


Despite these setbacks, whatever they may cost the 
overall reputation of our community, we seem to be 
moving closer to the fabled State of Independence 
that was once the dream of a liberated sub-culture. 
This year saw great strides in terms of Canada 
proving itself closer to the tolerant society it claims 
to be when Martin Cauchon ended the debate on gay 
marriage. Once the Ontario Court of Appeal ordered Premiere Ralph Klein 
the province to begin issuing same-sex marriage 

licences, the Feds followed suit. Now it's happening all over North 
America. 


Here in Alberta, the Emperor threatened to evoke a notwithstanding 
clause to block same-sex unions in his kingdom, (his cry for tradition 
and the preservation of core values he claims to 
represent,) but he was told this would be in 
violation of Federal Law. Despite Klein's political 
grandstanding, we're finally being given a chance 
to demonstrate that our still-peaceful society 
remains tolerant and meritorious, in spite of a 
world in turmoil.

4500 Canadians, each year, are newly infected with HIV. On 
average, one person every three minutes is infected with HIV 
worldwide. The Students' International Health Association, in 
partnership with HIV Edmonton, is speaking out against this 
epidemic that has affected people, inclusively, worldwide. Think of 
someone who has HIV or AIDS, do they look like you? For most 
people, this person doesn't, but they should. AIDS does not discrim- 
inate; it affects all genders, races, lifestyles, and ages. 


Students' International Health Association (SIHA) looks to youth to 
prevent the spread of AIDS and eliminate the stigma and discrimination 
surrounding it. SIHA is divided into two groups, international and local, 
one deals with health issues in developing countries, the other with 
problems involving youth here in Edmonton, respectively. SIHA, local 
projects, is composed of various students, who have received HIV/AIDS 
training, courtesy of HIV Edmonton, that go to different youth shelters as 
well as schools, and educate youth about HIV/AIDS, Hepatitis C, 
intravenous drug use, unsafe sexual practices, stigma and discrimination. 
As a SIHA facilitator, I have had the opportunity to present to various 
youth groups, and have heard the stories of those who are affected by 
HIV/AIDS.

a health standpoint not a moral one, to enable youth to use the 
information and apply it to their own lives. We ask people to make 
choices based on what is right for them. Fifty percent of people infected 
with HIV/AIDS in 2002 were between the ages of 12 and 24. A very 
large number of them are gay/bisexual youth, both male and female.
